Harden's Career

Maximilinn Hoarden hos turned
muany cornerf in this war. To understand
the montrosity of his belng popular we
have to go back to the early vears of the
century when, in 1907, Harden exposed
the “"Round Table.,” 'The nature of the
exposures Is rather unsavory, but the
feariessness and the fulth of Harden are
tremenidously Inspiring, At the age of 33
he had met Blsmarck, the dropped pllot,
who put Harden's hand on the whesl,
The dead Bismarck ingplred the attacks
on von Moltke and #u Fulenberg, and it
was only after two trinls that Harden
wos convicted and sentenced to a brief
term in  jnil.
“At firit Harden surprised Germany and
the world by appearing in publie knd de.
lHvering impassioned harangues in defense
of Germany, attacking England, praising
the commander of the Emden, proclaim-
Ing German glory to the world. Then the
sulvellng attitude of soms publicists dis-
gusted him, just as the attitude of Injured
innocence among the Britiah disgusted
Bhaw, To the Kalser's “I dld not will
this,”" Harden retorted, “By Heaven, we
have willed this, Let us go on to Eglory."
When the German press began to previle
all Britishers Harden called a halg, Junt
a8 Shaw did when Britlsh publicista be-
gan to talk of “Huns" and barbarians.
Dy the beginning of this yeur Harden was
back at the starting point, pouring vitriol
on enemy und neutral nlike; In February
he wrote, “The United Btates must recon.
elle itself to the eonvictlon that no fur-
ther hesitations will cripple our sube
miarine war and no stars and stripes will
protect a ship in the war zone, We are
not tired, not afrald and 19 months of war
have not paled our resclution.™

Not 19, but 22, When the final serjes
of communications began with Germany
Harden wrote a 48page lssus of “Die
Zukunft” under the single head, “If I
Were Wilson,"” It contained a eulogy of
ths high prinelples, of the President; but
mare important, it was g sulphurie attack
on the submarine warfare of Germany,
and weveral days later Harden confessed
that Germany was beaten, '“Phe sword
has falled us" he cried. “Let us BaVe
what s left by our brains" So Harden,
too, has completed a clrele, His paper
wis pften suspended because he told the
truth about things, but it wus always al.
lowed to resppear beeause there are ole.
ments in Germany who are opposed to
the militariat and want the truth to be
known.
